The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims in 
this application have been allowed because the prior art, alone or in combination, does 
not disclose an animal feeder comprising a feed bin having a pair of sidewalls, a pair of 
end walls coupled to said pair of sidewalls, a feed discharge formed in a lower portion 
of said feed bin; a feed gate positionable relative to said feed discharge, a first gate 
linkage having a first indexing mechanism and a first connecting member 
interconnecting said first indexing mechanism and said feed gate to selectively locate a 
first end of said feed gate relative to said feed discharge in a first set of discrete feed 
gate positions, and a second gate linkage having a second indexing mechanism and a 
second connecting member interconnecting said second indexing mechanism and said 
feed gate to selectively locate a second end of said feed gate relative to said feed 
discharge in a second set of discrete feed gate positions independent of said first end of 
said feed gate.
